north and between 130 degrees to 140 
degrees longitude east. 
Abandoning 


the vessel, Capt. Bernier will fend on 
the mate pack with two years and a 
half of provisions and one year's pre- 
visions for the reinaeer, and one year 
and a half for the dogs. His equip- 
ment would ftonsiat of one boat in *>m- 
partments built of aluminum and wood, 
with all the necessary appliances for 
•wind and hand power. In addition, he 
would be provided with thirty sledges 
of various kinds and modelled to carry 
about fifteen hundred to two thousand 
pounds each, made of aluminum and 
some of wood, te fit in a rnbber raft 
to make the bottom part of tbe raft 
The equipment would ais« Include six 
skeleton "kayacks.- ready for use, with 
canvas covers detached, but ready to 
be adjusted in an emergency. It la de- 
signed that each kayack shall carry uro 
men and six months' provisions, a to- 
tal weight of 1.500 pounds io «*ch.- 


In addition, he h*a provided for, 120 


tatfle and unhorned reindeer, 
to be 


utilized in carrying the provisions and 
material towards the north as fast as 
possible. 
He proposes to feed them 


with about four hundred pounds of 
moss per day. and he would kill them 
one by one to feed the *>gs.

KAFFIR CORN.

In yielding fodder this corn hat au- 


other desirable characteristic, «ayj 
Harper's Bazar. It remains green un- 
til after the seed is ripe. Tbe yield of 
this fodder is nearly double that of 
ordinary corn. The grain makes good 
flour and is also a good popcorn. As 
a food prdduct it is not quite so nutri- 
tious for live stock as Indian eorn, but 
the margin of difference is so slight 
that only scientific research k able to 
reveal it. In a given quantity it' has 
been found that Indian com haa &1-T 
per cent of tbe substances that produce 
heat and fat and support muscular ef- 
fort. 
Kaffir corn produces 80.7 per 


cent of the same substances in the 
same quantity of corn. It is more dif- 
ficult, however, for the farmer to pre- 
pare the grain of Kaffir corn for food 
than the old-time corn. 
Kaffir cora 


is harder and grittier and needs more 
grinding than its rival. Neither cat- 
tle nor swine make as great a growth 
in weight while being fed for market 
on Kaffir corn as on the old-time feeds, 
but an exhaustive experiment, made 
by the state agricultural college in 
Kansas in 1S96, revealed that when cat- 
tle and hogs are fed together red Kaf- 
fir corn (the white Kaffir corn not be- 
ing so nutritious as the red) is the 
best ration that can be used on the 
tarm. 
That part of the product that 


the cattle fail to use in beefmaking the 
bogs absorb, and the minimum waste 
results. 
Elaborate tables have been 


made showing the superiority of Kaf- 
fir corn to all other kinds of corn for 
tie -western farmer, based upon the 
fact that It Is a drought register, that 
It has the power to grow again, after 
it has t*en a lorced reel and that it 
does not become "fired" as ordinary 
corn does in a time of hot winds. 
A 


remarkable thing about 
alfalfa and 


Kaffir corn hag been demonstrated In 
the experiments at the Kansas Agricul- 
tural college and that la that twenty 
pounds of alfalfa hay and eight pounds 
of Kaffir corn make the "ideal dairy 
ration." 
It is asserted by experts at 


this institution that on this ration it 
Is possible for the Kansas dairy cow to 
produce the very best butter at 4 cents 
a pound. 
Allowing 2 cents a pound 


for freight to New York city, the Kan- 
sas dairymen assert that they can put 
butter on the market In the metropolis 
cheaper than any other " producers in 
the country. 
If that be "true, the out- 


look for the farmer who cultivates 
these unfailing crops of alfalfa and 
Kaffir corn must be- rosy, for whether 
the farmer decides to transform these 
crops into butter, or into beef, pork or 
mutton, he seems to be in a position 
to do so at the minimum cost.

The full regiment of infantry was 


drawn up in line in "campaign outfit/' 
and the co3or sergeant and his aid* 
bad brought from she colonel's quar- 
ters th-? Stars and Stripes that were 
embroidered iv:;h victories of that reg- 
iment in the past, and waved proudly 
beside tbe regimental flag of blue. Then 
the order was given to "sound, off." 
and before the last notes of the bugles 
had died away the brass band broke 


orer the field aa a New England house- 
wife pick* threads from her caipeL 
All the work of iliU sort in a regiment 
U done by lit prisoners—men woo are 
under ebon arrest for misdemenaors or 
for some breach of military regula- 
tions; and, clad in brown, they go 
about In detachments of two or three 
under guard of a s*utry, who bears a 
loaded rifle and who is responsible for 
the prisoners he is in charge of. 


When & regiment is going into camp 


the busiest and most harassed person 
in it is the quartermaster. He it is 
who has charge of all the camp equi- 
page and who is responsible for the 
transportation of k. Also he must 
stand ready to supply any deficiency, 
from feed for horses or mules to a coat 
for some private who is suddenly tai- 
nus his: and he and the commissary 
sergeant, his right hand man. think 
not of themselves until the regiment is

The Second Battalion commander 


rode a horse that fcad.been in Caster's 
last battle, but escaped massacre.

They had to march eight miles to the

the last company swung out of the post 
to the inspiring strains of the band, 
the sweethearts an'd'-wirea separated to 
their different quarters, now so desert- 
ed, and had it out alone. As a picture 
of desolation. Goldsmith's "Deserted 
Village" Isn't a patch on a garrison 
after the troops have gone! 


But the regiment recks not of that, 


but says. "It is war," and takes to the 
field like ducks to water, though there 
are many youngsters in the service 
who have never been in camp except 
for practice, and not a few men who 
have not seen action even among thn 
Indians, who have been rather subdued 
these past years. And they. are; living 
the routine life impatiently, waiting 
the orders that will make them see ac- 
tual service and will bring more vic- 
tories to the regiment and sustain the 
fame of Its old record. In thte mean- 
time they drill and police the camp and 
sing about their caropftres as the sea- 
soned veterans tell tales of the battles 
they have seen. 


The camp of a regiment Is laid out 


like a little village and is a model of 
neatness and order. Not a scrap of pa- 
per or vestige of debris of any sort is 
seen through its length and breadth, 
and the men who "police," or clean, go 


installed under cover. Each officer car- 
ries his own camp outfit—tent, blank- 
ets and mess chest—and sees to it be- 
fore be leaves garrison. There his re- 
sponsibility practically ceases and falls 
upon tbe shoulder of his "stryker"— 
not a socialist, but a servant provided 
an officer by army regulations. The 
stryker is a sort of general factotum, 
and is usually a man from the officer's 
own company or troop. He is a jack 
of all trades, and good at them, too; 


eve* builds a h*d. and not a bad OM, 
either, if kit cfcief haa not waer« I* lay 
his head except upoa th* ground. 


He geta aa empty barrel, from heav- 


en knows where, sometimes, and pro- 
ceeds to knock it to piece*, wbea he 
carefully extracts all old nails, not 
caring to play practical jokes upon a 
superior officer, however much he may 
ui>or, his comrades. Then the stryker 
forages further for two Jong beams, 
and if they are not forthcoming he 
cuts down a couple of young trees, or 
in default of those his genius produces 
something which answers the purpose, 
and layftig these two on Use ground 
side by side, but the length of the bar- 
rel stares apart, he nails the staves on 
them, curves downward, with about 
eight inches between. 
Behold the 


slatted bed, which is springier than 
the ground and drier, and is raised on 
short, rough legs! The writer of this 
has slept on a barrel bed, and it was 
more comfortable than some which 
looked belter. 


In the meantime, while the officers' 


tents are going .up. those for the com- 
panies are being pitched with perfect 
order, and in an incredibly short time 
are taut and fast. They are laid cut 
in sets of two lines on what are called 
the "company streets," and day and 
night are patrolled by sentries who 
have two hours on and four off alter- 
nately. Near the company street are 
the kitchens-the tents 
where the 


"grub" is cooked for tbe men, and for 
the officers as well, who have theirs 
served m the "mess tent," where two 
or three have gathered together to be 
served as one aet instead of eating sep- 
arately. Not only do tbe officers thus 
have she another's society, but club- 
bing together cuts down expenses, for 
whatever an officer has in mess outside 
of the commissary provision he pays 
for them from his own pocket. 


There are .always several "meases" 


(the word strikes civilian ears moat 
unpleasantly) through the regiment, 
and those officers who are known to be 
bons vjveurs under all conditions are 
eagerly besought to take into theirs 
those who are not so expert In proviff- 
Ing the goods of life even when they 
have the money and inclination. 


The officers' "linev U always a little 


away from the men's tents, which are 
under the immediate charge of the first

A man arrived ia Lewlatoa fro* 


Swift the other forenoon, who aaya 
that the deep snow and artist of tae lat- 
ter pan of the winter hav* cost th* 
lives of thousands of deer IB the north- 
ern part of Maine. This man ia Mr. 
Joseph Vincent of Lewlston, who ha* 
passed the winter with his team and a 
few men logging « Swift river, says 
the Lewlston Journal. 
He told a 


story of butchery that almost equaled 
the story of Senator Proctor in iia.pie- 
turesqueneaa of woe. "In th* regioa 
of our camp at Swift river were par- 
baps a doien yards of deer containing 
from eight to fifteen deer. When UM 
winter closed down and tbe snow came 
they were all aa fat and rugged-look- 
ing as butter balls. 
We used to ae* 


them about the woods in the fall aad 
they yarded in the thick trees waera 
taey could get plenty of tree branch** 
to eat. The snow .came down heavy 
and shut them in. They could not get 
out of their yard paths without fioun- - 
dering in th* snow. 
Ordinarily ther 


can wade out and make new paths and 
tracks, bat this year the snow waa so 
deep that when they tried to get ovt 
they merely stuck in the enow and ha* 
to struggle back into the yard aa bwt 
they eould. Th* remit waa that th*r 
ate up all th* green stuff that ther* waa 
to he had and tbee starved. Some of 
those that I found within alftew week* 
hack were ao poor that their boaaa 
•tuck out of their hide*, almost. W« 


TV t&d to haul h«r into the ca*aa> 


the last of tne season and for that pur- 
pose here built read* through th* 
snow. The hay, of course, would tall 
off and be torn off 4>y the branches of 
the trees and scattered along th* wood! 
road. Well, after the first crust am* 
on which the deer eould walk in UM 
early mornings they came out ot their 
yards on it and scattered all through 
he woods, eating everything ravenous- 
ly. They came to the wood road wher* 
our hay was scattered along the war 
and they just camped down there. 
They stayed till late in the forenoon 
and when the crust melted they could 
not wr.lk back to their rardi on H. 
Then they continued to follow alone 
the road till they came to the cam*: 
where we sometimes took »lty on th* - 
poor half-starved things and gave 
them food. But our greatest surprise -. 
was when we were hauling in hay OB* 
morning—the first time that the cruat 
on the snow would hold—and saw a 
lot of the deer ahead of us in the snowy " 
road. We had seen them in tbe fall - 
frisking through the woods like shad- ' 
ows, and we supposed that they would 
flee from aa now, but they did not. 
They waited till we came up and on* 
only tried to get out of the path, he go- 
ing into the snow to the hips and wal- 
lowing there helpless. The rest stood 
still. Jamming out of the war-and let-" 
ting us pass ao near that they were .. 
touched by our hands when we passed. 
A little distance ahead of us they pre- 
sented a beautiful picture and were »p^ 
parently well. But when we came up 
to them It was revealed why they so 
patiently waited to let us come np. 
They were starving. They bit eagerly • 
at the hay as we paaaed them by. And , 
oflfe or two Mloweil as and ate off ot '* 
the.rear of the load. But such pathetic 
sights you never have «een in yonr * - 
life. They were as poor aa poor could ,- 
be. Their eyea stuck out at the ap- ' - 
paarance of the hay, and while they ex- 
hibited every appearance of extreme ' 
terror at our appearance they never- 
theless let us approach, 
Ther had 


come out of their yards in the early - 
morning while the snow waa frosea " 
hard and had found the trail. Wbea 
they tried to go back the crust waa 
melted and they could not go. 


"But I do not think that that'll th* , 


wont feature of this winter's deep • - 
snow. I found that the doga were mak- 
ing havoc with the deer all over that 
region and from report* that I have ot 
• 


th* region farther east and north X -'. 
should say that the same la true of th** 
entire upper part of the atate.

morning I found four dead deer beaid* 
the road where they had been killed hr " 
the dogs. They were bitten about th* 
neck and torn till they fell flown from ''" 
loss of blood and were then destroyed. ,« 
But they are not eaten wholly—in tad.""^ 
the dogs devoured only the hams, of, 
their hind legs. They then left them ' 
and went after more deer to kill.

living and then gone away and left ,

"In one place near our camp I found 


a yard where tbe deer had been happy 1 
and fat in the fall. When I visited it - 
in the spring, only a week ago, all th*" 
deer were dead, killed by the dog* in 
their yards. It was a sight to mac* ' 
the blood of a sportsman boll. In my ' 
estimation, and I have figured it ou^<t\s 
carefully, there are in the region ol "f i 
Swift river the carcasses ot over (00 
deer which hflve been killed by dog*,,< 
and which have starved to death, Th* ' 
dogs are let out about the house of the 
owner in th« *nt««>mimt* MI\A th»? dji- 
appear before night. 
A couple T«f. 


strong dogs—though they tnay be noth- f ' 
Ing hut curs—will go off in the woods 
together on the crust and be gone for 
days, and in that time no on« knowa .
